3. CBP area of responsibility; 

4. Whether the facility is authorized to detain individuals for more than or less than 72 hours; 

5. Capacity; 

6. Applicable detention standards used for each facility; 

7. FY 2017, FY 2018, FY 2019-to-date Average Daily Population, male and female; 

8. FY 2017, FY 2018, FY 2019 to date total population, not averaged per day; 

9. Last inspection date and type; 

10. Number of single women and children in each facility as in June, 2019. 

1. All communications during FY 2017-to-date between CBP employees, Department of Health and 
Human Services Office of Refugee Resettlement, Immigration and Customs Enforcement, and any 
other agencies in the federal government. 

2. All communication between CBP and members of Congress regarding potential from FY 17 to date 
regarding the welfare of detainees in custody, including but not limited to communication about 
illnesses, death, medical health services, children's health, and mental health. 

3. The number of deaths in CBP custody per month in FY 17, FY 18, and FY 19 to date.

tees, if any fees associated with your request exceed this amount, CBP shall contact you; however, the 
first 100 pages are free. 


Due to the increasing number of FOIA requests received by this office, we may encounter some delay in 
processing your request. Consistent with 6 C.F.R. Part 5 §5.5(a) of the DHS FOIA regulations, CBP 
processes FOIA requests according to their order of receipt. Although CBP’s goal is to respond within 20 
business days of receipt of your request, FOIA does permit a 10-day extension of this time period in 
certain circumstances pursuant to 6 C.F.R. Part 5 §5.5(c).
